Concerning the finality of the previous rejection, changing the word "components" to "devices" changed the scope of claim 1 because 
network components are interpreted as including devices as well as such things as sen/ices, modules, applications, scripts, etc. and the 
term network devices is more specific. 

Concerning the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, the specification seems only to support monitoring the management database and not 
monitoring the network devices themselves. In the applicant's example of a new server being added to the network on page 21 of the 
specification, the new server registers itself with the management database, the change in the database being what is actually detected. 

Concerning the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103. Turner's display element identifiers, input identifiers. GUI elements, etc. are interpreted as 
configuration settings that allow the cllient computer to engage in real-time communication. If the applicant intends "settings" to be 
interpreted differently, possibly in a way more closely related to certain access control details of the specification, then it is suggested that 
the applicant amend the claims to further clarify the term. 

Claims 1-8. 15-20, and 26-30 remain rejected as presented in the final action dated 12/8/2006. 
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
